cheeſe · cake from either oftheir checker. Amongſt 


which vnhappie creatures, there are many, who haue 
ſo betard their faces with theſe mixtures and ſlubber- 
ſauces, that they haue made their. faces of athouſand 
colours: that is to ſay : ſome us yellow as the mari- 
gold, others a darke gteene, others blunket colour, o- 
thers as of a deepe ted died in the wooll. O deſperate 
madnefſe ; O helliſn inuention, O diueliſh cuſtome : 
can there be any greater dotage or ſottiſhneſſe in the 
world, then for a woman in eontempt of nature, (who 
like a kinde mother giueth to euery creature whatſoe- 
uer is neceſſarie to it in its kind) to couer her naturall 
face, and that pure c on Which ſhee hath recei- 
ved, uith ſtench of plalſters &cataplaſmes. What ſhal 
God ſay to ſach in the laſt Iludgement, when they ſhal 
appeare thus mas ked before him with theſe antifaces:

leageth in that tile booke of his, which he end An 
exhortation 18 good arty Fbrym a famous harlot of Athens be- 
ing preſent at a great feaſtot᷑ banquet, where euery one of 
the gueſts might by turnes command what he pleaſed to the 
reſt there invited, ſhe ſeeing many women there that were 
painted with ceruſe, inioyned that they ſhould execute her 
command very ſeuerely, which Wat, chat they ſhould bring 
a boulefullof warme water, and that they ſhould all waſh 
their faces therein, which was done whthourt gaine-ſaying, 
for that was the Law of the feaſt, Whereuponthe faces of 
all tho women there preſent appeated foulcly deformed and 
ſtained ouer, the painting running down e their cheekes to 
their vtter ſhame and confuſion, and the horrot of all that 
Rood by, to whom they ſeemed and appeared as horrible 
monſters,onely Phryne appeared much more beautiſull and 
faire then before : for albeit her life were not free from 
blame, yet was her beautie and comely gracegpuregnaturall 
and without artifice, but God be thanked, ſaith he, our La- 
dies of Spaine are ſo faire of themſelues, that they haue no 
neede of any thing to cleere theit complexions, but onely 
a little Orpin, and Soliman, or Mercury ſublimate. 

Now chat you may know that hee flouteth his country- 
omen, heare what he ſaith of this Soliman in his Annota- 
tion vpon the 6. chapter. The excellencie of this Mercu- 
rie ſublimate(ſaith he) is ſuch, that the women, who often 
paint themſelues with it, though they be very young, they 
preſently turne old with withered and wrinkeled faces like 
an Ape, and before age come vpon them, they tremble 
(poore wretches)as if they were ſicke of the ſtagg ers, rec- 
lng. and full of quick. ſiluer, for ſo are they : for the Soli- 
man and quicke- ſiluer differ onely in this, that the Soliman

rowed: aud thou doeſt alſo diþlenſe thy maker , who ſeerb his 
worke tobe defaced. 
Or is this painting venerable, or venerous and abomina- 
ble rather? Do mea of worth andiudgement reſpect and 
ſauour it, as a thing honeſt, and worthy to be eſteemed? 


Did euer Patriarke, Prophet, Apoſlle, or Father of the

ded in all that vſe it, what ever they be. Facariox(laith 
Saint Chryſeſteme) being eſpiad, it ener marks with ignominy, 
Mors ornament it not to be ginen tothe bodie, thens: profirae 
ble for the ſaule, ſaith Saint Beſilthe great; Fer to a gene- 
raus man, and one truly wortiue of this name, it were noleſſe 
reproch ta bewantenty deckgd, or to take ſuperfluous care of 
the bodie,then to be affected with ſome other nate of diſgrace, 
and exill affeFtion through ſlorkfulneſſe. Conſider allo the 
judgement of Heathen men. Cbeus, a certaine old man, 
came vpon ſome bulineſle of ſtate to Lace demon, and 
hauing died his gray haires, he came before efrohide. 
mut, the Lacedemonian King, who ſecing the old man 
diſgui ſed, roſe vp, and ſaid, Quid hic ſam diceret, cus 
von ſelum anmus, verum eriam caput fucis conteminarume 
eft*? What good thing can this fellow ſay, whoſe not 
onely the heart, but head alſo is ſtained with deceic „ 
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And ſo exploded, whatſoeuer he ſaid, reprehending his 
diſpoſition by the deceir,he vied with his haire, Que- 
ſtionleſſe there is lacke of truth in the heart, when 
falſe haire is worne for deceit. Doubtleſſe falthood is 


in his or her heart, whoſe face or haire isfallified to 


deceit. Falſhood vttered in the face, or haire, is firſt 
conceived and coined in the heart. Wantonnes, pride 
and vanity are conceiued inwardly,before they are ex- 
3 out wardly. The hand doth but what the hart 
ids it. Of the abundance of the heart the mouth ſpea · 
keth, and the hand worketh. King Philip of Macedo- 
nie made one of. Antipaters friends a Iudge: but vnder- 
ſtanding that hee vſed to colour the haĩxe of his head 
and beard, he diſplaced him, ſaying. He which would not 
be true in bis hairet, was nor worthy to ber truſted in an office, 
Hee vſed deceit in dying his haire, whereof no great 
lucre could ariſe,dou he will be much more de- 
ceirfull in the affaires of his office, where deceit ſome- 
times is very gainefull. The naturall forme and colour 
is not laid to a mans charge, but only that which is 
counterfer and afcitious, 
Vinatura dodit, fic omni rocta figurs :

Natures farme and fauour is right and good: 
But Belgick colours be coms no Roman blood: that 
is to ſay: The waſte of France, and ſuch painting ſtuffe, 
are diſgracefull in an Italian.

AM ainting or cotouring'ofthe\faceis not of one 


kind, not by dne meane. more artificiall and 


ſumptuous is by tincture, the skinne being died 
and ſtained with artificiall colours, This the weal- 
thier ſort performe'by the helpe of peatle. Were it not 
much better to beſtow this coſt on the poore, which 
are creatures and images of God, then on ſuch idle 
images and workes of their owne creation ? O what 
thankfulnefſe doe they ſhew vnto him, that miſpend 
his gifts on things, he skornes to looke on ! Ji quid die 
ligitts vanitatem,& queritis mendatinm? Why ue 
vanitle, and ſeeke aſter lies for a painted face is a vani- 
tie, and very lie. 

It is a point of pride te doſire by falſe deuiſes, to be 
1 of others more excellent, then one is indeed. 
They therefore that painror die their faces (as the ma- 
ner is) are not able to Aeare themſelues of pride, and 
the practiſe of it, which is a thing moſt odious to God 
and man. 

Pride may ſhew it ſelfe in rich apparell, but it doth 
ſingularly appeare ina painted face; becauſe they 

int, would haue that, which. is artificiall and 
bortowed, taken to be naturall and proper. 

A painted face is a ſaperſtuous face: it were well, if 
the world were well id of all ſuch ſuperfluous crea- 
tures, I cannot thinke that Cod, who is the Lord of 
our time, doth allow vs to ſpend one houre of all our 

time 
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dne on ſuch a vanitie. And if he allow it not, we ſteale 
it, if we take ir, 5 
This art is often vſed vpon Sunday, which is the 
Lords day: and ſo by this meanes that holy day is pro- 
faned, and God diſhonoured. 

They that practiſe theſe arts, doe oſten heare them | 
reprooued by the Miniſters of Chriſt, ho haue au- Heb. 13, 17. 
thoritie ouer them in the Lord, neither can they (I 
thinke) be ignorant how the Fathers and Doctors of 
the Church haue writ againſt theſe vanities, Now 
hat is this but groſſe irreuerence, and diſobedience, 
when women, and wanton wagges reſiſt and con- 
temne their iudgement and monitions; or elſe, to 
make themſelues wiſer then their maſters, and to bee 
wiſe in their owneeies, as if forſooth they knew bet- 
ter what were good, and what wereeuill, what be. 
came, and what miſ-became Chriſtian men and wo- 
men, then the Church or the moſt holy and learned 
Paſtors and Teachers, Prieſts and Biſhops, that haue 
been, and are therein / But, Me untothoſe, that are wiſe Iſaiah 5. ar. 
int heir omus eyes, andprudent in their owne /ight. 

They chat paint or die their baireand faces, their 
necke and breaſts, doe either judge they do well, and 
ſinne not; or elſe they know they doe euill, and yet do 
it, being tranſported by the corruption of their willes 
and affections; or other wiſe they doe well, and ſinne 
not; or otherwiſe they doe it out of ignorance, not 
knowing that they doe euill. Por the firſt, if they think 
and deeme it good, and not euill to vſe theſe arts, as 
the faſhion is, they receiue an errour, or falſe ground 
into their mindes. And how ſhall they repent of that, 
which they thinke is lawfull-? How will they beg par 
don of that, wherin they glorie, and which they think 
is good and not euil ? And if they ſhal iudge that good, 
which indeed is euill, how ſhall they not alſo ſpeake 
good ofedill? And how are they ſafe then W 
1 
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if they ſhall deſpiſe inſtruction) ſeeing the Lord de- 
nounceth, Foe untotheſe. that ſpeake good of enall. and cuil 
of good, which put darkneſſe for light, analight for darkneſſe ? 
Now without all queſtion the grounds ofthis colou- 
ring are pride, or wantonneſſe, or deceit, ot ſomethi 
that is ſinſull. And that, that is of the fleſh,is fleſh. 

For the ſecond, if they know they doe ill to 
paint, and yet vſe it, the greater is their ſinne; if 
they know they doe well not to «paint , why 
then doe they not forbeare 2 To him that knoweth 
to dos good, and doth it nor, to him it is finne, ſaith S, (ame, 
He that ſinnes wittingly, ſinnes more willingly, and 
therefore ſinnes more heinouſly : and (as Saint Auſten 
ſpeaketh) The precept is violated with ſo much the more in- 
iuſtice, by how much the more eaſily it might haus been ober- 
wed, But he that knowes his dutie, may more eaſily 
doe it, then he thatknowes it not. And if he know it, 
and addreſſe not himſelfe to doe it, he ſhall be beaten 
with many ſtripes. 

For the third, if they vſe theſe arts, as not knowi 
that they doe euill, they are not yet wholly excuſed; 
For euen this ignorance is a ſinne, and deſerueth pu- 
niſhment in it ſelſe. But what if it be wilfull and affe- 
Red ignorance ? Haue they not heard? Hauethey no 
meanes of knowing it to be a finne ? So they not con- 
ſider, that the wiſeſt and holieſt of either ſex contemne 
and condemne fuch yanities? Or are they not able to 
find out the reaſons, why they doe vſe them? See they 


not that pride, yaine- glorie, adukerous affections, and 


ſuch like, are the very motiues, that make them vſe 
chem? Affected ignorance of that, which a inan ought 
to know, is a two fold euillʒ one, that it is ignorance;the 
other, that it is affected. And the ſimple and vnaffected 


igaotance of fuch things bee not ſo grieuous, yet in 


one reſpett it is more dangerous then when one fins 


of knowledge. For he that ſinnes ofignorance, is far- 
ther

cker of fr6 repentance, then hethat ſins of knowledge. 


For he that kae wes his dutie, may more eaſily repent 
und leave , ten emhet he that doth euill, and knowes 
not thut he doth euill, ox then he alſo that thinkes hee 
doch good, hen he doth an euill, and ſo is fo far from 
repenting of it, that he rather glories in it. F 

They that vſetheſe arcs, doe iudge it better, ſafer, 


and more laudable, either not to paint and die them- 


felues, or to paint and die themſelues. If they hold the 
former, why cleave they tothe practiſe of ſuch arts? 
Why chuſe they not the better ? If they maintaine the 
latter, hy are they loth to depart out of the world in 
that kind of brauery ? doe they not condemne 
choſezthar alt abſtaine from ſuch arts? Or 
hat be theirreaſons of their opinion? For my purt, I 
—— none to be ſo groſſe, as to thinkeit better, or ſo 
ood. | ; 

f There are ſome, whoſe leaders ſeeme greatly tore- 
ſpect the ancient Fathers and Doctors of the Church, 
and the Conflitutions called Apoſtolicall: but the Fa- 
thers, as may appeare by their writings, quoted in this 
Freatiſe,are altogether ſet againſt theſe arts and acti- 
ons and among thoſe Canons, this rule is giuen, 
Noli depingere or u, mnod ſecit Deus, that is, Doe not 
pant thy face which God bathmade, Why then ſhould a- 
ny that profeſſe themſelues rhe Diſciples of ſuch their 
ides, as magnific theſe Ancients,giue themſelues to 
ſich forbidden praQtiſes? But it is to be noted, that 
though among women, and men too, of ſundrie opi- 
nions in matters of religion, there are many differences 
and much diſcord, yet in the practiſe of pride and va- 
nitie, there is great conſent and concord. The diuell 
is a moſt politicke and peſtilent enemie of man: Hee 
cares not much, tho the manners ofa man be good, if 
his faith be nought ;nor _—_ his faith bee goad, if 
his manners he wicked. And + knowes,thatas yo de 
ut 
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ſhut him out of heauen, ſo pride likewiſe will ſhut men 
Er af Apot- vp in hell. Eraſauus telles aprittie tale of a company of 
Parte mixt. gallants, that were met at a banquet, al of them having 
40.6. their faces painted, vnleſſe onePhryne,the faireſt of the, 
F 1d. Galen, It was thus; Their maner was at their feaſts ro make 
in exnertalt- certaine ſports oricaſts, and that whatſoeuer any of 
ene albouat them began to doe, thereſt muſt all of then follow. 
artes. Now hrync waſht her face in a baſim of watet: and be- 
cauſe her natural beauty was good, and her yeres ſreſn 

and flouriſhing, ſnhe lookt nothing the worſer, but the 
better rather for it: whereas the reſt doing the like, be- 

cauſe they were al painted, they were al diſgraced. But 

(they ſay) ſome are now adaies both more cumning 8 

mote coſtly, then that their art ſhould be waſht away 

with a little water. This is to trifle away and deuoure 

time, not to redeeme it. This is not to buy time, but to 

ſell ĩt for nought. This art is worſe then ignorancę: this 

cutioſity is more to be blamed, hen careſeſues. And of 

them that vſe it, it may be ſaid, I ben lowe the praꝶſe efmen 

more, than the promiſe of Cod, who delights in plainneſſe, 

not in deceitfulnesʒin verity, not in hypocriſie. The eie 

of purity and iuſtice cannot abide falſhood and coun- 

terſeiting, as not counterfet money, counterfet men, 

countertet friends, counterſet wares, counterfet zeale, 

counterſet deuotion, ſo not counterfet greatnes, coun- 

terfet wealth, c ounterſet heautie. I would faine know 

what a man would haue counterſet, or what counter- 

fet and baſe thing, hee would haue put vpon him, as 

true, naturall and proper. A friend, a wife, a child, a fa- 

ther, an horſeor dogyfire, water, meat, mony? What, no- 

thing, nothing? Why thẽ beauty? would any be decci- 

ved with art in ſtead of nature? No. why then ſholdany 

deceiue another, ifhewold not be deceiued byanother 

Or why ſhold any ſtudy to get the praiſe of another by 

that, ſor the which, if hee did e ſpie it, he wouid not be- 

low bis praiſe vpon another? And how ill is a man be-

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— to himſelfe, when hee takes paines, and is at 
coſt to bring an ill name vpon himſeife? For were he 
not vaine and deceitful within, he would not expreſſe 
and ſhew it without. And he that is falſe and dece itfull 
jn trifles, how can he bee truſted in matters of greater 
importance: But it is not enough for theſe dyars and 
painters to do euil, but they will alſo defend it, and to 
this purpoſe — bring the Plalmiſt vpon the ſtage, as 
he taught or allowed theſe arts. But wheras the Pſal. 
miſt ſaith, that God gaue men oyle to make the face 
ſhine, without doubt he meant it not by tincture or 4 
ing (lor we may not make the holy Ghoſt to war with 
himſelfe) but ſome other way. Eor oyle is wholeſome 
to eate, it cheereth the hart, & a chearefull hart cauſerh 
a cheareful countenance. Beſides, oile is vſed for lights 
or lampes, which illuminate the cies, and ſo ſome ex- 
poundit.

But howſocuer ſome — they vſe theſe arts 
to get them hus bands, with whom they meane to line 
honeſtly in lawful wedlock, as would makevs be. 
leeue(tho not the leaſt euill ſhould bee done that the 


greateſt good might come thereof) yet are there a 


number, vvhom the earth is weary any longer to beare, 
whichyſe theſe arts of purpoſe to win men to commit 
folly with them for luſt, or ſake: whom wee 
rightly call the Dinili Faire-ener, to whom belo wr 
the blackneſſe of darknes for euer, which in this eſtate 
they cannot poſſibly eſcape. Either they muſt repent, 
and burne theſe bellowes of concupiſcence, and caft 
away theſe matches of carnalitie,theſe inftrumencs of 
Juſt and vanitie, or themſelues muſt burne for euer in 
that lake, that burneth with fire and brimſtone, being 
ytterly caſt out of the fight of God, and for euer. 

And all ye that are the daughters of God, and hand- 
maidens of your Lord and Szuiour, that true- virgin- 
man, ind eternal God, Chriſt Jeſus, pleaſe your Father, 
doe his will, and not the diuels: and follow your Lord, 
ho hath gone before youin humilitie, modeſtie, cha- 
ſity and all godly fimplicitic. Haue before your eyes 
his bleſſed mother, and a certaine conuert of her — 
and name and time: and think on Sarah. the mother of 
faithful women: ho ſerued God their Father in al ſia- 
ceritie, wore their owne haire, appeared both at home 
and abroad in their owne colours, and abhorred all 
theſe immodeſt, wanton , proud and vaine deceits, the 
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auentions of idle braines, and exerciſes of idle peo- 
ple, chat are neuer lefle idle, then when they bee moſt 
idle. Neade, and teade againe the ſayings of Buhſte- 
lab, and the exhortations of Saint Paul, & Saint Peter, 
And for euer remember what was threatned to the

fe in Eſay. On which a certaine learned Germane 84 Ceſner. 
Doctor, ſometime ptincipall Profeſſor of Theology in j, E,. c.

teth, Obſeruent hic mulicres, &c. Let women here learne 
wot to praubę it with their haire and painted face, and allure

the which dog ger diddenture, Remember ye not, thatare 
married, how he, that married you your huſbands, ia

poles ; they are theeues, finning againſt that precept, 
that ſaith, Thou ſhalt not ſteale. Sixthly, becauſe ſillie 
women and fooliſh youthes, make themſelues wiſer 
and more ſubtill, then their teachers, that would per- 
ſwade them to leaue ſuch vanities (yea, theſe very 
ſame) tefuſing to be inſtructed by them, they ſinne a- 
gainſt God, who ſaith, Be not wiſe in thmeowne eyes. And 
apaine, The Priefts 8 ſoall preſerne knowledge: and 
they, chat is, the people, ſhll ſcrkethe Lam at his month, 
and not out of their owne braines. For he (and not 
they) is the meſſenger of the Lord of hoſts, Seuenthly, 
when 3 and die themſelues to deceiue their 
neigh bors,or to intiſe a man or woman, to loue them, 
and marric them, or to gaine their praiſes to their 
counterfeit beautie, as if it were true and natu- 
rall, this is againſt the law, that commaunds v

finally, hee loues not God with all his heart, that 
would haue that affection or commendation, giuen 
to a picture, or peece of art, which is due to the 
worke of God, and his handmaide Nature, and 
whichne man of vnderſtanding, and true deuotion 
would giue, if hee doe perceiue the fraud.

See we not how hee hath 
giuen vs his Goſpell and all his ordinances of ſaluati- 
on, and leaue to vie them freely,openly,& falſely in all 
tranquilitie? See we not how hee hath bleſt vs with

45. And yer ſor all this, the wicked will not mend. 
but moſt. horrible and tranſcendent villanies, moſt 
grieuous and. foule enormitics breake out among vs, 
to the diſhonour of God, the diſgrace of Religion, 
the ſhame. ef their Countric, the griefe of their Kin g. 
znd of ail good Chriſtian, hearts, in.ſo, much, that if 
there were not.amongft. vs thoſg, that mourned for 
theſe evils, which vngodly men reioyce to com- 
mit, and but that (thankes bee to God for it) there 
is an exact and iuſt procee ding againk ali ſuch enor- 
mious perſqns, wee might well haue feared ſome no- 
table and fearefull iudgement had been neere ynto 
vs. Now all ſinnes deſerue ill with God, but ſome 
there are, that for their heinouſneſſe are ſaid to crie 
in the cares of the Lord, ſuch as is the ſinne of mur- 
der, as anpeares by the ſpeech of Gad to Caine, after 
he had murdered his brother Abel. What haſt thou done,

mur derer in the world Wir not ind erd xd b 
fuffered to he fuch ale, in ſu 

torments of conſcience and frightings, as ifhe had had 
an bell within him, wandring vp and downe like a va- 
gabondypon the earth, that whoſoever ſawhim, and 
n with the curſe of God; chat went a- 
long with him, could not but bee terrifiedfrom com- 
mitting murder. Abimelach out of ambition minde- 
red 70, of his bretaren, but aſter had his bra ne- pan 


crackt by a woman, and was kild out- right by one of 


his owne men at his owne command. Cambyſer;the ſon 
of Cyrus ſhotanoble e an 
arrow wittingly, and made his owne brother to bee 
murdęred priuily, and ſlue his ſiſter for reprouing him 
for chat desde: but at laſt as hee was riding, hee fell 
downe vponthe point of his ſword, which had fallen 
out of the ſcabbard, and ſo was ſlaine. Cuſſiu- and Fra. 
tus, that had helpt to murder laſar Ceſar in the 
Senate, was afterwards murdered by themſelues, _ 
Phecar, that had like a barbarous traytor murde. 

red AMauricius the Emperour his Maſter, was at laſt 
taken and put to a moſt cruell death. Henichill mur- 
dered his Lord Allomut a King of Lombardie, as hee

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wens in bed. Red his ¶Qeene hauing her hand in

Cal 
pur tlrat flue Dien, his familiar friend, and committed 
many other murders, afterwards liuad an exile, and 
— neceſſitios, and at length was kild himſelfe. And 


Dawd hirefelfe,whoſe hand had been defiled wich 


blood, the: Lerd (nottwithſtanding his great repen 

tance) did ſeuerely chaſten him. The 2 
ned him faying, The ſword ſhall newer depart ſrom thine 
houſe: Behold, wil raiſe vpemwlagainſt thee ont of thine own 
lac; and ſo indeed it came to paſſe. For one of his 
ſons hilid another; and by hizewne child hee had liked 
tehaue lol his lingdeime. Aud asthe Almightle God 
is iuſt in punifhing of murders: fo likewiſe his proui- 
dence wascheth to difeouer them ahat murderers ſil- 
dome or neuer lie hid, but firſt or laſt they are diſcoue-

the Dane, of Hefodethe.Poer, and a certaine ſouldier

So chat now longer able to containehimſelfe, hee 
confeſt his villany, and was put to death for it. The 
murder of the Poet yen: was diſcouered by Cranes: 
and Lurber ſpeakes of the murder of a certaine Ger- 
mane,which was detected by Crowes: who alſo with 
Aelancton fa notable diſcouerie of a murder made 
by a young fellow at Inu, Who bauing kild bis 
hoſt, and took from him all his money, began to make 
haſt away : but by the iudgement of God, and terrors 
of his one conſcience, hee was ſo frighted and ama- 
zed,chathe was not able to ſtirre one foot before hee 
was taken. A certaine Merchant trauelling to Paris, 
was in the way murdered by his man: now as the mur - 
der was à doing, a blind man being led by his dogge 

paſſed by, and hearing one e, asked who it was ? 

To whom the murthereranfyered, It wes « ficky men gou 

ing to eaſe hiwiſelſe, But it ſo fell out after, that this trea- 

cherous fellow was in queſtion for the murder of his 

maſter: but he denied it: the blindman alſo was heard 

of, and brought to the murtherer, and twentie men 

were cauſed to ſpeake one after another, and ſtill the 
blind man was as kt, if he knew their voyees: at laſt 
when the murtherer had ſpoken, he knew his voice, & 
ſaid, This is the man which anſwered me on the monntame, 
This courſe was often vſed, and ſtill the blind man 

named 
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named the ſame, and neuer fained. Whereupon the 
Court condemned him to death, and before he died, 
he cdfelt the fact. But what need we goo far for exam- 
les, euen this vety yere in Lancaſhire was there a vil- 
lanous murder ſtrangely diſeouered by a young boy: 

which ſtory, I hope, wil by ſome that exactly knowit, 
hereaſter be declared andpubliſhed.In like maner alſo 
5 the murder of Sir Tho, Ouerburie in the Tower, though 
1 it lay hid ſome time, yet at length by the prouidence of 
| heanenit is diſcovered. Diuers that haue been found 
puiltic of that cruell and moſt mercileſſe murder, haue 
bin condemned to death forthe ſame and hangd; who 
though they would ſaine haue ſhifted of the fault, and 
pleaded, Noy guiltie, as though they had bin innocent, 

yet it 3 God ſtill before their deatlis to touch 
their heatts, that they did ingeniouſly conſeſſe their 
fault and did beg of God the pardon of ir, This ſmne 
- Ws of murder is ſo grieuous, that it cries aloud and ſhrill, 
Z! and will not le aue the Lord, till he haue diſcloſed it: 
E many and admirable are the waies, wherby God hath 
: diſcovered it: ſome I haue already ſer downe, and 
many other might be named, but that I meane not to 
be large. All which ſhould teach vs to deteſt and de- 
cline this ſinne, which ſhuts mens prayers out of hea- 
uen, and puls downethe iudgements of God vpon 
the, And the greateſt mercy, that God vſes to ſhew to 
Murderers, which repent, is this, That he ſaues them as 
; it were by death, and preſerues their ſoules from hell 
; by delivering vp their bodies into the hands of Magi- 
ſtrates, his Miniſters,to take away their lives from rhe 
by law, as they haue taken away the liues of others a- 
gainſt law, But among all the deuiſes of murderers, 
Which are many, theſe Italian deuiſes by poiſoning are 
moſt vile and dweliſh,and they ſay, An Engii/hmas [ta- 
hanated is a diucll incarnated.

cubines to be defiled by Abſalem his ſonne, that was ſo 
deare vnto him. Radoaldrs a King of Lombardy was 
ſiaine, as he was in the very act ofadulterie, Oꝶichber- 
tet, eldeſt ſonne to Lothariut, a King of France, died as 


he was embracing his whorc, Exther ſomwhere *

iuſtified God in his righteous dealing, ſo that all the

take impreſſion in thoſe that heard them, and her ex-

of a Noble man ſo ſenſuall and whoriſh, that he ſtucke 
not to ſay, that, If this life of pleaſure and harlot-hun- 
ting would laſt euer, he would not care for heauen, or 
eternall life. But the filthy wretch died among his har. 
lots, being ſtrueken with a ſudden ſtroke of Gods 
yengeance, Meſſelina, the wife of Clandicm the Empe- 
rour, was a woman of rare incontinency. She fell at laſt 
in loue with one Siu, a faire young Gentleman, and 
that ſhe might marrie him (tho the Empereur her huſ- 
band was aliue) ſhe cauſed his wife Sallana to be diuor- 
ced, and ſo married him: for the which after the com- 
plaint and ſuite of the Nobles to the Emperour, ſhee 
was put to death. This fin of adulterie was odious euen 
among the Heatherfias appeareth by the ſtorie of A- 
bimeleck, Geneſ. 26. by the practiſe of the Turkes and 
Tartars, and of Aureliauut, who for terrour ſake, adiud- 
ged one of his Souldiers to a eruell death for adultera- 
ting his hoſtiſſe; as alſo by the law of Iulia, by which 
all adulterers were ſentenced to die; and by the words 
of Queene Hecuba in Euripides, who would haue it 
made a law, that euery wife ſhould die, that gaue her 
chaſtitie to another man. And how vnpleaſing this fin 
is vnto God, any man may ſee, that reades the Lawes, 
he gaue vnto his people the Ie wes, by the which adul- 
terers were to bee put to death, or which conſiders 
what the Apoſtle writes in ſundry places, in which he 
ſneweth, that 7#horemongers and adulterers ſball not inhe- 
rt the K:ngdome of God, 1. Cor. 6. Gal. 5. 


Of Watcheraf:. 
BY: there is yet another fin behind, which is very ſa- 


erilegious, and altogether derogatorie to the 
glory of God, and diſhonourable to all Chriſti- 
an men, which is Witchcraft, or all thoſe curious 


arts and deviſes, that are wrought by the Diuell, 


whether it bee ſuperſtitious divination, or iugling, or 
jacanta- 
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Incantation,inthe doing whereof, euery witch is at a 
league with the diuell, open or ſecret, and dath wits 
ingly and willingly vſe bis kelpe. This Saint Pau 
(Gal. s.) numbers vp among the decds ofthe flefh,and 
threatneth them, that vſe it, with the loſſe of hesuen. 
Almightie God (in Deut. 18.10.) forbids all kinds of 
witches and witcheries, 2s abominations vnto him, 
and forthe which he drive out the Nations out of Ca- 
naan,andin Leuit. 20. he bids, that a man, or woman, 
that bath a familiar ſpirit, or that is > wiz.zard, bee pug 
to death, And he is ſo bent againſt this helliſh ſinne, 
that he ſaith expreſſely (in Leuit. 0. 6.) that the ſoule, 
that turneth after ſuch, as haue familiar ſpirits, and af- 
ter wixards, to goe a whoring aften I will euen ſer my 
face againſt that ſoule, and will cut him off from a- 
mongſt my people. Bur behold ſome of the iudge. 
ments of God vpon Magicians and Witches, Platine 
with others teſiiſie, that 2 Ie obtained the papacy 
by Magique: but aſter ſhe had been papeſſe ſome two 
yeeres, and a little more, ſhe (being thought an be)fell 
in trauell of a child in the open firectes, at ſhee was 
going to the Church of Lateran, in which ſhee died ? 
Bladud,the ſonne of Lud King of Brittaine, was giuen 
much to theſe blacke arts, and wrought wonders by 
them: at laſt he made himſelfe wings, and aſſaied to 
flie, but the diuell forſooke him in his iourney, ſo that 
falling downe he broke his necke. Plutæreh ſpeakes of 
a notable witch, called Cleemedes, who being purſued 
by diuers that had had their children kild by him, hid 
himſelfe in a coffer, which when they came to ſearch 
vpon notice giuen them, they found not the murde- 
ring witch in it: forthe diuell had carried him quicke 
away with him. A witch cald Cald in Lorraine would 
ſuffer piſtols to bee ſhot at him, and catch the bullets, 
as they were a comming: but at wage one of his ſer. 
uants bein g angry with him ,ſo ſhot him with a n. 
that 


that he kild him ? Set the y, a Pope, and a Magirian, - 

was(& ſome write) ſtrangled to death by the dell in 
a Foreſt, whither lre had rerired to follow his coniu. 
riag exerꝭiſes. CN Aren notable Magirian 
died but baſely. Som Magn like wife periſhed in his 
flight, che dinell fotſaking him at che word of S. Peter, 
Simon Pembroke A figure caſter of Saint Georgerpariſh 
neere London, was p̃reſented fora Coniurer, and be- 
ing in Saint Sauiours Church, where he was warned to 
appeare, he was ſuddẽly ſtrucken by the hand of God, 
and there died, and there being ſearcht, there were 
found about him diuers coniuring bookes, wich a pi- 
Qure of a man of tinme, and much othet rrafh, nd it is 
repotted, chat the inuenter f Magicke, groraſtrr a 
King of Bactria, was burned to death by che diuel. And 
Iptãy you what got Sul by his witch.ſecking > Was 
not his deſtructiò rold him, ieh accordingly came 
to paſſe? And Bachanum telles vshow NaxlionsaSco- 
tiſh King, was flainecuen by the man, whom hee had 
ſent vnto a wirth, ro-inquire of the ſacreſſe of his af. 
faires, and ofthe length of his hfe,rhe witch having a- 
fore told the fellow, that hee was the man that ſhould 
flay him. By all which we plainely ſee, that God is of- 
fended with theſe diuelliſn arrs,and all that yſerhem, 
How is it then to be Jamented,that in this eleare light 
of the Goſpell, there ſhould be found amoagſt vs (to 
the diſhonout of God, and of his Religion, atd the in- 
famie of our Nation) men that haue yeelded them - 
felues diſciples, Students and practicioners in theſe 
hell:fh arts, which Saint lobi calleth, the deepe things of 
Satan, Reuel. 2. 24, and haue ſearefully proſtituted 
themſe lues to become baſe inſtruments and vaſſals to 
act and accompliſh the heſts and commands of wic- 
ked ones, vpon whom, though the juſtice of the State 
hath Wen eld a0 one ſtan ind Frank/m, and hath 


made them publique ſpectacles of wrath to the 2 
0 
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of others, yet conſiderinꝑ the open fignesof their true 
penitencie, we are to hope charitably ofthem, and to 
ſay ofthem, as S. Paul doth in another caſe, 1. Cor. 5. 3. 
that they were deliuered ouer vnto death, 4 the de- 
ſtruction of the fleſn, that their ſpirit might bee ſaued 
in the day of the Lord leſus. And I deſire all men by 
the mercies of God, to abhorre and forſake all ſuch 
vngodlineſſe, and to deuote themſelues vnto God a- 
lone, their Maker and Redeemer, ſtudying to ſerue 
him in tighteouſneſſe and holines all the daies of their 
life. For obedience is better then ſacrifice,and to hear- 
ken then a the fat of Rammes. And the truth is, that 
all the plagues and iudgements, that euer came vpon 
the children of Iſrael, light vpon chem ſor their rebel. 
lion againſt God, and their diſobedience to his word, 
And queſtionleſſe it is come topaſſeby the juſt iudge. 
ment of God that theſe offenders, we haue ſpoken of, 
and haue lately ſeene cut of, were giuen ouer of God, 
and left vnto — Wh» they liſtened not vn. 
to him, but were diſobedient vpto his word. O this 
diſobedience, it is as the ſinne of Witchcrafr,and Ido. 
latrie, it is in truth the mother and nurſe of all iniquj. 
tie, God hath two forts ofiudgements; iudgements 
for men to keepe,and iudgements for men to beare: 
and God hath two ſorts of Miniſters; Miniſters of his 
Word, and Miniſters oſ his Sword: now it is juſt with 
God that they, which will not keepe his ivdgements ; 
ſhould vndergo his iudgements, and that they that wil 
not be reformed by his word, ſhould be puniſhed and 
cut off with the ſword, and that ſuch as regard not the 
power and doctrine of Miniſters, ſhould ſeele to their 
ſmart, the authoritie and force of Magiſtrates.

There is no truth with her to fauourzno 
bleſſing to beautie,no conſcience to contentment, A 
good face is her god: and her cheeke well died, is the 
idoul, he doth ſo much adore, Too much loue of beau- 
tie, hath wroughrher to loue painting: and her loue of

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thoughts,affeQions, talke, ſtudie, worke, labour, and 
her very dreamesareon it. Let all this makes ber but 
a cynemon tree, whoſe barke is better then her bodie z 
ora peece of guilded copper offered for current gold. 
She loues a true looking-glaſſe,but to commend age, 
wants and wrinkles, becauſe otherwiſe ſhe cannot ſee 
to lay her falſhead right. Her body is (I weene) of 
Gods making : and yet it is a queſtion ; for wany 
arts thereof ſhe made her ſelſe. View her well, and 
you'll ſay her beautie s ſuch, as if ſhee had hngt ic 
with her pennie. And to pleafe her in euery of her 
toies, would make her maiderunne beſides her wits, if 
ſhe had any. Shee's euer amending, as a begper's a 
eecing, yet isſhe for all that no good penitent. Por 
e loues not weeping. Teares and mourning would 
marre her making: and ſhe ſpenòs more time in pow- 
dring, pranking and painting, then in praying. Shee's 
more in her oyntments a great deale, then in her ori- 
zqns.. Her religion is not to live wel, but die well. Her 
pietie is not to pray welt, but to paint well. She loues 
confektiou better a great deale, then confeffions, and 
delights in farm and feaſting more, then fafting, Reli- 
gion is not in ſo great requeſt with het, as riches : nor 
wealth ſo much as worſhip, She neuer xhides ſo hear- 
tilie, as when her box is to ſeeke, her powder's ſpilt, or 
her clothes ill ſet on. A good Bed. id ſhee's com- 
monly, deligbting in ſhettes more, then in ſhooes, 
making long nights, and ſhort daies. All her infection: 
are but to gaine affeions; for ſhe had rather die, then 
live & not pleaſe. Her lips ſhe laies with ſo freſh a red. 
28 if ſhe ſang, John come biſſe me: now, Vet its not out of 
lJove,excepting/#f. laue, thatſhe ſo ſeekes to pleaſe, but 
for love. not from — — for honor:tis not prety, but 
pai that ſpurres her.She ſtudies to pleaſe others, bue 
ecauſe ſhe wold not be diſpleaf'd her ſelſ. And ſoſhe 
may fulfilher ownfancy,fhe caresnot whoels ſhe doth 
befealt. A name (he preferres to nature, and makes more 
ac count 
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ac count of fame, then faith. And though ſhee do affect 
r ſhe loues play of faces. She is nothing 
like her ſelf, ſaue in this, that ſhe is not like her ſelf, She 
ſildõ goes without a pare ef faces, and ſhes furniſhe with 
uffe to make more if need be. She ſaicsa good archer 
muſt haue 2. ſtrings to his bow, but ſhe hath hers bent 
both at once:yet you muſt nor ſay,ſhe weares 2, faces 
vnder one hood;for that ſhe's left long ſince to Phawks, 
& hath got her hexdgeare that pleaſes her berter;not be 
cauſe better, but aer. Her own ſweer face is the booke 
ſhe moſt lookes vpon; this ſhe reads ouer duly every 
morning, ſpecially ifſhe be to ſhew herſelf abroad that 
day:& as her eie or chabermaid teaches her, ſomtimes 
ſhe blots out pale, & writes red. The face ſhe makes i th 
day, ſnhe vſually marrs ith night, & ſoitsto makea new 
the next day. Her haire's fildom her oven, or if the ſub- 
ſtance, then not the ſbe, & her face likes her not, if not 
borrowed. And as for her head, thats dreſt, and hung a- 
bout with toies & deuiſes, like the ſigne of a tauern, to 
draw on ſuch as ſee her.

Shes * le & 15. at a Drinle, 
clap, and after w ards ſhe doth not liue, but long. And if be gene, as 
ſheſuruiue her husband, his going is the cõming ofher the Perſi- 
teares, and the going of her teares is the comming of a- ans vſed to 
nother husband. Tis but in deck, our nertie. By that time ſay at their 
her ſace is mEded, her ſorews ended. Thers no phyſick, drinkings, 
ſhe ſo loues, as facephyſick:and but aſſure her ſhe't ne ce 
need other, hiles ſhe liucs, and ſhee I die for io. Rather 
then ſhe'il leaue her ye baus, and giue ore her pride, 
ſhe wil not ſtick to deny that Miſtr. Turn. ſpake againſt 
them, whẽ ſhe died. Her deuotion is fine apparel deere 
bought, & a fine face lately borrowed, & newly ſer on. 
Theſe carry her to Church, and eleere ter of Recaſaucy. 
Once in ſhe vnpins her mask, and calls for her book, & 
now ſhe's ſer. And if ſne haue any more deuotion, ſnee 
lifts vp a certain number of eies towards the Preacher, 
K 3 riles 
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riſes vp, ſtands a while, and lookes about her: then tur- 
ning her eyes from beholding vanities (ſuch as ſhe her 
ſelte brings with her) ſhefirs downe,falles a noddiag, 
meaſures out a nap by the hower - glaſſe, and awakes 
to ſay, Amen She delights to ſee, and to be ſeene: for 
hee labours, more then halfe loſt, if no body ſhould 
looke vpon her. She takes a iourney now and then to 
viſit a friend, or ſea coſin: but ſhe nener trauels more 
merri:y,then when ſhees going to London, London, 
London hath her heart, The Fæchange is the T:mple of 
her Idolt. In London ſhe buyes her he ad, hea face, her 
faſhion. O Londou, thou ait her Parade, her Heauen, 
her All in all! If ſhe be vnmarried, ſhee defires to bee 
wi/l aken, that ſhe may be taken. If married to an O/d 
man, ſhe is rather a Reede and a Racke vnto him, then a 
Staffe and a Chaire, a trouble rather then a friend,a 
cotroſiue, not a comfort, a conſumption, not a counſe's 
tour. The vtmoſt reach of her Prouadence is but to be 
counted Lonely, and her greateſt Enay is at a fairer face 
in her next neighbour; this, if any thing, makes her 
haue ſore eyes. She is little within her ſelfe, and hath 
ſmall content of her one; and therefore is ſtill /ze- 
King rather, then eniyiug. All is her owne, you ſee, and 
et in truth nothing is her owne almoſt, you ſee; not

For the Tasor,and her Chamber aide, and 
her owne bull, euen theſe three, are the chiefeſt cauſes of 
all her perfections. Not truthi, but fradowes of truths 
ſhee is furniſht with; with/eeming truths, and with 
fab ſtantiail lies.

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bout her. Her gn is euer ſtirring, and ke 
her mind in continuall motion, as fire doth the — 

laying, or as the weight, doe the jacks in her kitchin. 
Rel deviſes follow her fanſſe, as the motion of the Seaes 
doe the Moone, And nothing pleaſes her long, bus 
that, which pleaſes her fanſies, with one of which ſhee 
driuesout another, as boies doe pellets in Elderne 

unnes, She thinkes tis falſe to ſay, that any woman 
fiain can be damned for theſe deuiſes: and it may be 
true the thinkes. For ſo long as ſhe liues, fhe carnot: 
but if ſhe die in them, there's the queſtion. Shee's euer 
buſie, yet neuer leſſe buſie, then when ſhe's beſt bufie, 
Sheeꝰs alwaies idle, yet neuer leſſe idle, then when ſhe 
is moſt idle. Once a yeere at leaſt ſhe would faine ſee 
Landon, cho when ſhe comes there, ſhe hath nothing to 
doe, but to learne a new faſhion, and to buy her a per- 
wigge, powder, ointments, a feather, or to ſee a play. 
One of her beſt vertues is, chat ſhe reſpects none, that 
paint: and the rem of her painting. is robe reſpectad ef 
none that paint net, If ſnhe be a Maiden, ſhee would faine 
beridofthat charge ? If a Fiddew,ſhee's bur a connter- 


— twere too groſſe ſuperſtition but to kiſſe 


or touch her. Old- age ſtill Reales ypon her vnawares: 
which ſne diſcernes not by increaſe of wiſedome, but 
of weakeneſſe, nor by her long - liuing, but by her need 
ching. To conclude , whoſoeuer ſhe be, ſhee's but a 
Guldt Pill,compoſde oftheſe two ingredients, defedts 
of nature, and an arificial/ſceming of ſapplie, tempered 
and made vp by pride and wenitie,and may wel be reck- 
ned among creatures, that God neuer made. Her
